The  BUSH  FaraLly. 

The  Bush  family  has  been  identified  with  the  B^  of  Quinte  district  for 
the  past  century.  Three  brothers,    John,   Robert  and  Henry  Bush  came  firom  New 
York  State  to  Canada,    and  settled  around  Hay  Bay,    sometime  before  I800, 

After  a  short  so.iourn  in  Molphustown,   Heniy  went  West,    and  was  never 
heard  of  again,  Robert  crossed  into  Prince  Edward  County,  where  he  settled  on 
the  north  shore  of  Lake  Consecon,    and  his  descendants  are  found  in  Reach  and 
Brighton  tomshi-ns,   I-ilddlesex  County,  His  history  is  vaguely  recalled  at  this 
late  day;  but  it  is  known  thart>  he  had  a  son,    Abraham,  who  was  drovmed  in  the 
Cold  Creek,  in  Ptillier, 

The  third  brother,    John,   who  was  bom  in  1775^   lived  on  Hay  Bay,  but 
finally  settled  in  Sidjiey,    a  few  miles  south-east  of  Prankford,   where  he  died 
in  1858,    aged  eightj'-- three  years.  He  married  Dorcas  Ross,   of  Scottish  parentage, 
and  had  eleven  children.  This  young  cou-ole  early  incuJ.cated  into  their  family 
industrious  habits,    and  religious   and  temperance  nrinci-oles,   whose  value  has 
since  been  exemolified  in  the  good  citizenship  displayed  by  their  Dosterity, 

Henry  Bush,  I'jho  went  >jith  his  young  vrlfe  at  an  early  date  into  Thurlow, 
where  he  cleared  and  settled  on  a  farm,  was  knoim  for  his  high  moral  qualities. 
In  day's  when  the  use  of  intoxicants  was   a  general  custom,    and.  tobajcco  in  one 
form  or  another  was  considered  a  necessity,   he  was  never  knoi-m  to  taste  the 
former  or  use  the  latter,   Strictlj'-  honest,   his  word  was   as  good  as  his  bond. 
He  was  a  regular  attendant  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  His  industry  and  acumen 
enabled  him  to  accumulate  quite  a  large  fortune,    and  to  give  his  family  a  good 
start  in  life, 

James   and  William  Bush,   in  man^r  characteristics  resembled  their  brother 
Henry;   and  they  always  received  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  comominity. 
They  settled  in  Sidney  in  18^3,  where  they  acquired  two  hundred  acres  of  land, 
corftorising  the  sixth  lot  in  the  fourth  concession.  They  worked  together  until 
the  land  for  the  greater  part  was  cleared  and  naid  for,  when  they  divided  it 
into  two  portions;  james  taking  the  western,    and  l&lliam  the  eatern  half.  The 
former  portion  is  novx  owned  by  Bd>Jin  Bush;  i«7hile  the  latter  is  in  the  possess- 
ion of  Plobert  J.  Bush,  who  also  ovms  eighty  acres  in  the  fourth  concession, 

John  Bush,  who  is  the  grandson  of  the  Pioneer,    and  the  second  son  of 
Henry  Bush,  was  born  in  Thurlow  in  I8U0,    and  noX'^  ovms  one  hundred  and  fifty 
in  the  fourth  concession  of  XHSKXM  Sidney,  where  he  has  lived  for  many  years. 
The  adjoining  Bush  farms  are  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation,   for  the  land  in 
that  section  of  the  townshit)  is  very  fertile,   John  Bush,   being  of  a  mechanical 
turn  of  mind,  had  his  barn  built   according  to  his  own  ideas,  making  it  replete 
vdth  every  convenience,    and  one  of  the  best  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  His 
family/  are  members  of  the  Methodist   Church,   in  the   affairs  of  which  he  takes  an 
active  interest,  being  a  steward  and  trustee,  John  Bush  is  conservative  in 
politics,    and  somewhat  of  the  school  of  the  late  Si*  John  A.  HacDonald,   of 
whom  he  is   a  great  admirer. 

Of  the  younger  sons  of  the  Pioneer,    Zenas  started  for  himself  in  the  world, 
planting  his  stake  in  a  farm  in  Richmond,  He  soon  after  moved  into  Murray,  where 
he  lived  for  eight  years,   until,   in  I87I4,  he  bought  lot  101  in  the  i;th  concess- 
ion of  Ameliasburgh,  Several  members  of  his  family  now  live  in  the  old  home, 
vrhere  his  son  David  B,  works  the  farm,    and  is  held  in  high  resnect  by  all  his 
neighbors  of  the  Consecon  district.
